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UNIFIED CONTROL OF 
ROAD POLICE URGED 


Would Abolish County Traffic 
Patrol and Put It Under 
State Head 


The Division of Motor Vehicles 
is in sympathy with the move re- 
cently launched by the California 
Association of County Supervisors 
to place allecounty traffic officers 
under state control through ap- 
propriate legislation and is will- 
ing to lend its co-operation in any 
way that the supervisors may 
suggest. 

This, summed up, was the atti- 
tude expressed by Frank G. 
Snook, chief of the division, in an 
interview on the resolution 
adopted at the recent convention 
in which the supervisors deplored 
the present “dual system of au- 
thority” in traffic law enforce- 
ment and urged legislation to cor- 
rect its evils. 

“T am glad to note,” said the 
motor vehicle chief, “that the su- 
pervisors took a stand in favor 
of placing the traffic officers un- 
der a strong centralized authority 
to provide adequate and uniform 
enforcement. 


‘It is gratifying to me to see 
that the supervisors have reached 
the same conclusion that I have 
long entertained, namely that we 
cannot have proper enforcement 
until dual authority has been 
eliminated. 

“The report of the supervisors’ 
committee, which was adopted, 
points out that there is a general 
lack of uniformity and declares, 
in effect, that the officers are be- 
ing compelled to serve two mas- 
ters. It also goes on to show 














WOMEN SAFER DRIVERS | 
REVEALED BY SURVEY 

The moot question, whether 
women drivers are involved in| 
more accidents than men, is in a 
fair way to be decided by chacks 
being made in various parts of the 
country, it is indicated in re- 
| ports reaching the Automobile 
|Club of Southern California. 

In the absence of complete 
figures, the fair sex so far seem 
to have the best of it. In the 
District of Columbia it was found 
that of 122,900 persons operating 
automobiles, 15 per cent were 
women. In a check of 83 fatal 
accidents, only 2.4 per cent wom- 
en drivers were involved, while 
91.6 per cent were men. Six per } 
cent were unidentified. | 

In San Francisco a study of 1,- 
000 fatal motor vehicle accidents 
indicated that women drivers com- 
prise only 20 per cent of the 
total and that they participated 
in less than 5 per cent of the 
fatalities investigated. 

These checks, however, dealt 
only with persons actually at the 
wheel of motor vehicles and no 
mention is made of back Seat 
driving. 





CHINA PUSHES TRAFFIC

automobile for every 5,000 popu- 
lation, it is progressive in trying 
to eliminate jay-walking, accord- 
ing to reports received by the 
Automobile Club of Southern Cali- 
fornia.

The majority of Frenchmen 
visiting America are amazed by 
the degree of material prosperity 
which has been reached, not only 
by an elite, but in general by the 
mass of the people. Books, arti- 
cles, statistics, have, of course, al-! 
ready long ago informed the Eur- 
opean thinking public of this fact; 
but it is impossible to realize it | 
without having, actually and phy- | 
sically, breathed the American at- 
mosphere. 

When this has been the case, 
every visitor from the old coun- 
tries readily admits that there is 
no common measure between the 


in the United States and in Eur- 
ope. Comparing men of equal 
value, equal merit, equal training, 
the reward of labor shows dif- 
ferences which in certain cases 
appear almost shocking. 


In Asia and in Africa one still 
meets the appalling spectacle of 
human physical decay; pitiable 
crowds of crippled beggars are 
seen, whom nobody endeavors to 
cure. Europe has reached a 
stage where such a social scan- 
dal as this is unknown, but she 
still possesses her paupers, lead- 
ing in some of the big manufac- 
turing cities miserable lives, un- 
worthy, indeed, of civilized hu- 
man beings.

Feeling that the sentiment in 
the letter did not represent Judge 
Waste’s attitude and desiring to 
ascertain that fact, Thomas W. 
McManus, chairman of the Ameri- 
canism commission of the legion 


addressed a communication to 
Chief Justice Waste calling his 
attention to the matter. Chief 
Justice Waste declared that he 
was ‘not at all in sympathy 
with the stand taken by Wirt’s 
organization. Through the Ameri- 
can Legion, Chief Justice Waste 
has made public the following let- 
ter withdrawing his name from 
the anti-preparedness appeal: 
Dear Mr. Wirt: 

There have been recently hand- 
ed to me copies of a circular 
communication sent out from the 
Pacific Coast headquarters of the 
National Coundil for the Preven- 
tion of War, and over your signa- 
ture, in which an appeal is made 
that the recipient do his utmost 
to defeat the present program of 
the United States navy depart- 
ment. 

I am not in sympathy with this 
appeal; I do not need to go into 
discussion of the matter with 
you, but that is my position, and 
I regret that my name appears 
on this communication as a mem- 
ber of the California advisory 
committee. for I am_ thereby 
placed in a false light, and am 
laid open to the charge of being 
inconsistent. No one, more than 
I, favors the prevention of war, 
but I disagree with many of the 
things which are advocated as 
being necessary to bring that 
about. Personally, I favor pre- 
paredness in this country as one 
of the most efficient means of 
bringing about the desired end.

say. Therefore, my being held 
as one favoring the doing of the 
the “utmost to defeat it” is with- 
out my consent, as it was with- 
out my knowledge.
